Ejefion of ſuch Perſons, was not only neceſfiry, but Legall roo?. and Laſtly 
whether they would not think it a very unreaſonable thingthat theythar ſtand 
impeached and Condemned by ſo many Laws, ſhould be Encouraged with 
Salaries out of the publique Kevenue, and preferred before thoſe upvun whom 
the Laws never look but witha kind and tavourable aſpet ? Ido not in this 
make any odious compariſoti betwixt a Papift and, Proteftzzr Difſenter, as if 
the one were as much to be dilcountenanced as the other, but yet I chal- 
lenge any man to ſhew a reaſon, why a Pepift ſhould be Ejeſted, which will 
not,in the dry conſequence and Inference of the marter, affect and reach a Pro- 
reftant Diſſenter, to whoſe diſſent I cannot help ir that the Laws are no friends, 
and that he cannot be encouraged in an affair of this Nature, without ſome:

Secondly, the ſecond thing I mutt Suggeſt, is only in Fayraeſs to the other 
Side, that | may not ſeem to conceal or ſmuggle any thing, that hath a fa- 
vorable Appearance towards them. Ir is, that our Orders run only during 
Pleaſure, therefore the Queſtion 15,-upon the Difſalution of the Commiſſion, 
whether that pleaſure be nor diſſolved, and I anſwer not, becauſe firſt durante 
beneplacito ſignifies till that Court otherwiſe determine, which they never did. 
Secondly, though theſe expreſs words-had not been inſerted, yet the thing 
it ſelf was plainly ſuppoſed, we beingallof us at the pleaſure of that Court 
and of the King from whom they derived their Commiſſion, and holding by 
no other Tenure, ſo that all the queſtion here is, whether all their As were 
vacated by cheir diffolution, which I conceive they were not, and I hope T have 
given ſome reaſon for it. 

Thirdly and Laſtly, that pleaſure, bei 8 a reall Power, can never dye, like 
matter and motion that arc always equall and the ſame taken in the groſs, 
neither: can a greater pleaſure bc ſwallowed up in a leſs, any more then a 
—_ _ can be, and for this reaſon the pleaſure or Power of thc 

ommiſſoners cag never be the pleaſure or Powerof the Court of Aldermen, 
but returns back again to its Eountain the King, to whoſe Royall- Juſtice, 
Goodneſs and Wiſdom, I am very willing to referr my Cauſe, if Mr Hughes 
think fit tomake his appeal to it, In the mean time I would willingly ſce a rea- 
fon, before Iabandon agd relinquiſh my poſſeſſion,
